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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance b cause: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant adnnlts that the Okumura et al. patent discloses an apparatus and method that changes the bias voltage on the substrate, 
depending on whether the device is in a stand-by or active mode. This directly correlates to the instant application's claim of discharging 
the substrate of any access charge. To discharge the substrate is to bias the substrate, as Okumura discloses. Applicant asserts that 
the combination of steps in the rejected claims require that prior to accessing a SOI device, the accumulated charge on the substrate be 
discharged. This can be done, as Okumura discloses, after the device is in a stand-by or active mode via a time (or pulse) circuit as 
disclosed in the reference and shown in Figures 22A to 22E. 
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
